nnd early winter." Otlicr factors 
were tho possible scarcity ot feed 
grain and the reduced supply ot 



high protein foods per animal 

The report did not mention either 
the OPA or the WFA by name, 
snld that "unless price ceilings 
Increased" It will be lew profitable 
for farmers to produce milk Ih — 
either a year ago or compared 
the long-time average.

Front lino dispatches said thi 
Oermons threw In big forces of In- 
fantry and tanks In a grim effort to, 
keep one Important Uno open rf rU) 
of beleaguered Orel, tho now oU- 
but- surrounded German bastion. 
Two German Inlontry regiments 
with EO to 70 tonks managed lo de- 
lay the Russians In this sector. 

Elsewhere, however, particularly 
southeast of Zhiidm. tho Russians 
said they maintained their advance, 
capturing such Important Junctlora 
as Mekhovayo nnd Berestna, ac- 
cording lo Red Star, Zhlidra Is or 
the extreme right flank of tho north- 
ern advance, npprojclmatcly 75 tidies 
northwest of Orel. Berestna Is id 
miles easl-southcast of Zhlzdra. 

The strategy of the Soviet forces, 
which reported only a general ad- 
vance of throe lo six mllei, ap- 
parently was aimed at consolidating 
positions. None ot the 70 freshly 
captured towns mentioned in an 
Her communique wore any n 
Orel than previously mentioned 

TTit Qtimans wjutitcr-nltacked all 
up and down the Orel front, launch- 
ing 17 successive nttocka In oni 
narrow sector In a single day. 

Oerman losses were reported i\m- 
nlng high as the natls counter- 
attacked desperately to hold Orel 
and to relieve the pressure already 
being felt at Bryansk, an Important 
rail base to the west. The Soviet 
communique said that S,ODO Ger- 
mans were killed In yesUiday'i 
lighting.

'The crisis la not 
precipitated by 
lack ot trees. The 
old Btory heard In nearly 
every Industry— not enough man- 
power— la chiefly responsible. Hus- 
ky lumberjacks in tho Douglas fir 
belt nrfl enticed from tho saw- 
dust trail by the Kaiser and Boe- 
ing high salaries In the nortliwcsL 

The WMO did not give tho log- 
gers essential status until a month 
ago. In tho meantime selective serv- 
ice — especially In tho sou Ui— draft- 
ed thousands ot enpert ax awlng- 
ers. Replacements by the Inexpe- 
rienced slow up the toppling. 



LOGS — Other timber drawbacks 
ore low ceilings and red tape. Char- 
coal prices were adjusted a few days 
ago. following protracted bicker- 
ings which reduced output to slight- 
ly more than half capoclty, yet 
charred embers are vital In making 
chrome steel and certain chemicals.

PROPER POSTURE HELPS 
TO KEEP ONE'S: HEALTH

During World war I, employers 
everywhere learned the odvantages 
Inherent In good posture o ~ 
Job. They 
made a strenuous 
effort to supply 
their employes 
with the proper 
seating tacUltlei 
during hours 
, work, and U t— 
jjiijiE sclousness ot the 
"■'■^ need for proper 
pasture took 
slump, so to speak. 
In the less weU- 
unlfled twenUeJ 
and thirties. 
World War II may prove^anoiBer 
Impetus to good bodily position and 
all tt can mean In Improved health 
and ettlclency. porUcularly wlUr 
enormously Increased. numbers of 
women entering factories and work- 
shops Is the need tor tmproved poa- 
ture moklns Itscll felt. 

As In any machine. In the hiunan 
body n* well, displacement of parts 
brtriss Its toll of less efficient nm* 
nlng nnd. In time, ot damage to 
parts. lowered resistance to disease 
and fatigue Inevitably follow, and 
needless absenteeism may be the 
result. The bones form Uie batlo 
structure of tho body, and when 
they are forced out ot line as In 
abnormal postures, curvatures ot 
the aplne. a pushed-fonrard pelvis, 
muscle and Joint strains appe&r that 
may cause oerloui difficulty, even 
goins 00 far as lo contntiute to ar- 
thritis, a. disease, reputed to cauM 
mora economic loss than either 
heart trouble or cancer. Backache 
ttUen nrchco, and tootstroln an 



' likewise often the result ot faulty 

' In physiologically tunctionbig to 
the best advantage, also, the body 
needs to bo carried weU, The dia- 
phragm Is the miudo ot resplm- 
Uon, nnd if the blood system is to 
receive Its full quota of oxygen, the 
dlapbrogh roust be held properly to 
do Its wort. 'When the heart does 
not have enough blood supply to 
pump, because there Is cot suffic- 
ient oxygen, congestion may develop 
in tho great velru, and Impose 
strain upon tho heart. Possibly most 
Important of all, the large abdomin- 
al organs, which ore the seat of 
nutrition and excretion, must bo 
held in place rightly, ond even the 
pelvic -organs of reproduoUon are 
not exempt from the elfeels of poor 
pooture. And the mind itself per- 
forms more eftldcntly In a body 
free ot imbalance. 

Good posture means poise ot body 
In well balanced line, without ten- 
sion or nsldlty. Tho weight ot the 
body should be carried forward and 
to the outside of the Icet, the lower 
abdomen held in and up, tho back 
flat, with head In and chin up. 
Proper breathing and control of the 
abdominal dltucles are the key to 
good posturo. and pulling la the 
abdomen- usually accomplishes the 
other (Mtors described above with- 
out too much conscious attempt to 
achieve them. Holding the breath 
In and the chest up is not succcss- 
Iid In coTTcctlng poor posture, tor 
the abdominal tnuacles may bo per- 
:mltled .tO -a«(t :^«t .the iame_Ume. 
Oontttrt ot' the abdomlaal muscles 
throiali tactrdta Is the best single 
step uTtalto In tha dlrecUon ot »at- 
Uttetorj cairlsge.

In Pantcllerfa wo nllou-cd 
only 1,000 yards between our bOTibs 
and our own landing forces. That 
vfos o sufficient morgln of safety. 
The nearest church to our military 
targets In Rome was farther nwny 
than Uinl. I hope Uiat our censor- 
ship will allow photogrophs from the 
raid to be publlslied bccouso they 
will answer all quesUona more con- 
vincingly than any of us on the 
raid can answer them. The truth 
about It la 10 clear that wo need 
not worry about tho mlarepresonU- 
tlons having any lasting effect 

second, It might be pohited out 
that the axis concern over culture 
and the sanctity of religious institu- 
tions must have been suddenly ac- 
quired when nobody was looking.
